NORFOLK, Neb., Feb .—{Special)—
When the Norfollk beet sugar factory on
January 28 shut down Its plant for the
senson It was after the longest run yet had
in the state. The factory began receiving
beets some days befare September 24, nnd on
that day began operations and continued
day and nigh: untll Janvary 28. During this
time 36,374 tons of beetg were received into
the factory and the total output has been
6,822,200 pounds of granulated sugar. It
pald out over $144,000 for beets and $356,000
for labor, In addition to large sums for fuel,
oll, stone, coke and other supplica. It has
been the life und sustenance of a large num-
ber of employes and has given active trado
to the business men of this city.

Flow nnd Nuture of the Waoler De-
seribed to the Juroes at Wale
WAHOD, Neh., Feh, §.—(Special.)
Kendall & Smith ease contlnues to be the
daily attraction In the distriet eourt. The
principal witnesses examined since yesler-
day noon were Prof, Stout of the State uni-
versity, Willlam Robertson and Mr Kil-
bourn of Osceola, all for the defenss, Prof,
Stout testifled to having made two examina-
tions of Salt creek for the purpose of ascor-
talning the flow of the stream. One was
made In 1885, when he got the horse power
of the stream, and the other was made yee-
terday morning. From his observations at
the two tests he computed the horse power
to be frty-seven and sixty-five, These lests
wore made about three miles above the dam.
Willlam Rebertson, one of the memboers of
the sanitary commission and secretary of
the board, testified to having constructed o
Welr dam In the stream at about the same
location as that of (he mdll and gave hils
dally measurements for about thirty days
of the flow of the ygo‘m, Thls is for the
purpose of enabling g perts to get the theo-
rotical horse powes,, ! the stream at the
polnt where the dny, “was originally located,
He also testified to ’Mu:m.: sunk a well near
the mill and preduced a can of water in
court, On cross-examination Mr., Whedon
broaght out the fact that Mr, Robertson
had runk three wells In the vielnity of the
mill, one of which produeced brackish walter.
The purpose of thls testimony Is to show thal
there was sufficient pure water avallable for
gloam power. Mr, Itobertson was asked why
he did not bring some of the brackish water
Into court. He apswered: “I was not look-
Ing for that kind of water."

AL this time Mr, Kilbourn, a miller from
Oueenla, testifed that mill bulldings sim-
ilar to those In question eculd be constructed
for &5,000.

Messrs, Whedon and Lambertson moved Lo
strike out the testimony of Stout and Hobert-
gon ag to the flow of the stream, but the
court allowed the evidence to stand.
